Friday, June 30, livestock “boo- 
by traps” will be outlawed from 
Florida highways. 
For this contribution to in 
creased highway safety, the dri- 
vers of Florida's 3,000,000 mo- 
tor vehicles —plus countless 
out-of-state drivers—ean give 
thanks to the 1949 Legislature 
and Governor Fuller Warren, 
One year ago, on June 7, Gov- 
ernor Warren signed into law 
Senate Bill No. 34, which makes 
it unlawful for any owner of 
livestock to permit the animals 
to run at large or stray upon the 
public roads of Florida 
“Eventually this law will

the 81st Congress, rejecting the 
Brannan Plan, replaced the Act 
of 1948 with the Agricultural 
Act of 1949, sometimes called 
the Anderson Bill, and farmers 
are operating under provisions 

of that Act today. 

The Act of 1949 follows prin- 
ciples which have been incor- 
porated in farm plans since 
1933, under which the govern- 
ment undertakes to support 
farm prices at a specified per- 
centage of parity by removing 
from the market the amount of 
farm produce which is held to 
be in “surplus” and depressing 
prices unduly. Commodities are 
held off the market by direct 
purchases, or by “non-recourse 
loans,” which permit a farmer 
to get cash for his produce, but 
to regain title if he finds later 
that he can-get a more favor- 
able price. 

The essence of the Brannan 
Plan is that it forces prices to 
fall to whatever level they

Carcągses of animals fed both 
supplements graded U. S. Good, 
and analyses show no signifi- 
cant differences in results pro- 
duced in weight gains, dressing 
percentages, or feed consumed 
per unit of gain, 

After 130 days on feed, the 
average daily gain for steers on 
sweet lupine seed meal was 2.62 
pounds, while steers on cotton- 
seed meal made daily gains of 
2.52 pounds. 

Feed consumed per 100 
pounds gain, based on slaughter 
weight, averaged 935 pounds 
for the cottonseed meal fed 
group as compared to 927 
pounds for steers receiving lu- 
pine seed meal.
